New Law is Strict and Must 
Be Obeyed

MADISON, Wis., 
Aug. 
9.— Tho 
state board of control has completed 
its meeting for August and let a num­ 
ber of contracts. 
Tho next m eeting) 
of the board will be held at the state 
prison at Waupun on Aug. 20,,.at 
which time the first hearing will be 
hold on applications for parole tin­ 
der the new law passed by the last 
legislature. 
About a dozen applica­ 
tions will be hoard. 
The board has 
adopted rules and regulations under 
the new law which is chapter 110, 
laws of 1907, aud one of these rules 
is the provision that no verbal argu­ 
m e n t s will be heard on any parole ap­ 
plication, all the representatives in 
reference to such a case boing requir­ 
ed to be presented in writing. 
One 
purpose of this is to prevent the bir­ 
ling of attorneys and going to other 
expenses in the getting of prisoners 
outof custody. 
E a r n Own Parole. 
Another rule requires 
that each 
prisoner earn his own parole, and 
forbids the exercise of outside influ­ 
ence, “ social, political or otherw ise.” 
“ No prisoner,” says a n o th er rule, 
will be paroled until some suitable 
employment or situation has been se­ 
cured for him nor until a person has 
be»*n found who is willing to sign an 
agreem ent and give a bond in the 
form prescribed by the board; nor 
will the prisoner l»e entitled to a p a r­ 
ole until he has signed the parole 
agreem ent prepared by the board.” 
The new law was advocated for a 
n u m b er of years by Senator ll. C. 
Martin of Darlington, but in 1905 
was vetoed by Gov. La Follette. 
It 
allows any prisoner, except such as 
may be sentenced to life im prison­ 
ment. to apply for parole. 
Then the 
judge and district attorney in the 
county whence the prisoner was sen­ 
tenced are notified. 
These officials 
or other citizens may file objections, 
but all representations must be made 
in writing. 
Before m ak in g applica­ 
tion for a parole, a prisoner m ust 
have served at least one-half of his 
term.

One of the means which it is 
predicted will be most quickly applied 
will Ive an extension of the scope of 
the Erdman act now applicable to la­ 
bor disputes between common 
riers and their employes. 
Arbitration the Last Resort. 
The Erdman act. or act of media- I 
tion and arbitration of disputes be- 
tween railroads and thoir employes, 
does not provide compulsory arbitra­ 
tion. 
It makes arbitration the last 
resort Ty empowering the chairman 
of the interstate commerce commis­ 
sio n and the commissioner of La!*or 
Hirst to intercede and offer mediation 
I in the attempt at the settlement of] 
«differences. 
Following a failure of 
mediation, arbitration shall be 
of- 
ifered, each side to the controversy ap­ 
pointing one arldter and the go vent- 
iment officials choosing the 
third. 
Whether such a method of reaching 
(an agreement shall be adopted rests 
solely with the two sides to the con­ 
troversy. 
They cannot be c o m p iled 
to accept arbitration but once. 
If the 
forms* provided by the Erdman act 
jare complied with and arbitration is 
had, the finding must be filed in a 
court of record and is binding upon 
‘all parties so far as the equity side 
of the law* can make it legal. 
Gained Confidence of Both Sides. 
| 
It is not going to far to say that 
'much of the success of Messrs. Neill 
land Knapp, in settling the railroad 
troubles in Chicago within the past 
year and of Mr. Neill in preventing 
the strike of the telegraphers, was 
due largely to the fact that they did 
not appear on the scene armed with 
I authority to butt in” and compel any­ 
body to do anything. 
They were not 
• present to hold a public investiga­ 
tion which would develop facts de­ 
trimental to one side of the contro- 
iverse. 
They could lie told the posi­ 
tio n of each side in confidence with 
the assurance that it would not be 
'published or revealed and in this 
way they were aide to find a basis 
of settlement or agreement which 
would not, in the opinion of men 
(close to their work, have been possi­ 
b l e under any other circumstances. 
The fact that they w*ere government j 
officials of high standing and that j 
they came, unofficially, as represent- I 
atives of the government and of the j 
president, undoubtedly 
contributed : 
much to their ultimate success. 
Mr. Neill's High A bilby. 
That this was particularly true of 
Mr. Neil I s success in the case of the 
threatened telegraph strike is admit­ 
ted in Washington.

carriers under the laws of the United 
States. 
Neither the companies nor 
their employes were legally bound, or 
morally, to accept mediation or arbi­ 
tration from Mr. Neill or anybody 
else. 
It is well known, however, that 
the presence of Mr. Neill was wel­ 
comed by both sides and that he 
speedily effected a settlement in New* 
York shortly after his arrival.
